STAMP PA3B 

O-NE of South America's 
greatest liberators and 
most famous, hero was Simon 
Bolivar. In fact, ho may be celled 
tho George Washington of 
Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, 
Bolivia end Peru, for it wes hit 
guiding genius which was instru- 
mental in bringing about their 
independence. He fought for 
moro that 10 years against the 
Spanish rulers in the causa of 
independence and in the begin- 
ning was defeeted time and time 
again, only to spring up again at 
another place with a new army. 
As his tamo grew, so did his 
armies and it was not long before 
the tido of battle turned in hti 
favor. He defeated one Spanish 
army after another end in 1824 
at Ayachucho, Peru, he won a 
decisivo victory which broke the 
power of Spain in South America. 

Simon Bolivar was born in 
Caracas, Venezuela In 1783, of 
noble parents who sent him to 
Spain for an education. While in 
Europe he wes en eye-witness to 
some of the scenes of the French 
Revolution. On his trip home, he 
stopped in thi United Statu 
where he observed tho workings 
of e free and Independent gov- 
ernment. When Bolivar arrived 
In Caracas in 1810, it was not 
long before he became a pro- 
moter for the independence of 
Venezuela. From that time on, he 
devoted the rest of his life to 
the cause of liberty end indt- 
pendence. Bolivar became the 
first president of Colombia which 
at that time consisted of the 
formei Spanish provinces of 
Venozuola, Ecuador end New 
Granada (Colombia) which were 
united into a greater Colombia. 
Additional honors were bestowed 
upon him when the former 
Spanish province of Upper Peru 
which he libo rated, proclaimed 
itsolf the Republic of Bolivia. 

Most of the stamps of Vene- 
zuela, and a good many of those 
of Colombia, Bolivia, Peru and 
Ecuador, have Bolivar's portrait 
on tho designs. An actual count 
of tho stamps bearing his likeness 
may show thai he has appeared 
on more stamps of South 
American countries than any 
othor person. Not only has a 
country been named after him, 
but the currency of Venezuela 
has baen called a bolivar and in 
Bolivia, It Is called a bollveno.
